Isa. 53:1 Yet it was the will of the LORD to crush him; he has put 
him to grief... 

Heb. 4:3 . . .his works were finished from the foundation of the 
world. 

1 Pet. 1 :20 Who (Jesus Christ) truly was foreordained before the 
foundation of the world, but was manifest in these last times for 
you, 

Rev. 1 3:8 . . .the Lamb slain from the foundation of the world.

Gal. 4:4 But when the fullness of time had come, God sent his 
Son, born of a woman, born under the law. 

1 John 4:9 This is how God's love was revealed among us: God 
sent his one and only Son into the world so that we might live 
through him. 

Luke 4:43 I have to proclaim the good news about the kingdom of 
God in the other cities also, for that is what I was sent to do.

6 I have 
manifested your name (revealed your very self) to the people 
whom you gave me out of the world. 

2 Cor. 4:6 For God, who said, "Let light shine out of darkness," 
has shone in our hearts to give the light of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ . 

Heb. 1 :3 He is the radiance of the glory of God and t he exact 
imprint of his nature , and he upholds the universe by the word of 
his power.

Rom. 1 0:4 For Christ is the end of the law for righteousness to 
everyone who believes. 

Amplified: For Christ is the end of the Law (...That is, the purpose 
of the Law is fulfilled in Him) as the means of righteousness (right 
relationship to God) for everyone who trusts in and adheres to 
and relies on Him. 

Heb. 10:7 Then I (the Messiah) said, "Behold, I have come to do 
your will, O God, as it is written of me in the scroll of the book ." 
10 And by that will we have been sanctified through the offering 
of the body of Jesus Christ once for all.

Matt. 1 :22 All this took place to fulfill what the Lord had spoken by 
the prophet : 

Matt. 2:14 And he rose and took the child and his mother by night 
and departed to Egypt 15 and remained there until the death of 
Herod. This was to fulfill what the Lord had spoken by the 
prophet , "Out of Egypt I called my son." 
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Matt. 2:23 And he went and lived in a city called Nazareth, that 
what was spoken by the prophets might be fulfilled : "He shall be 
called a Nazarene." 

Matt. 8:17 This was to fulfill what was spoken by the prophet 
Isaiah : "He took our illnesses and bore our diseases." 

Matt. 1 2:1 7 This was to fulfill what was spoken through the 
prophet Isaiah : 18 "Here is my servant whom I have chosen, the 
one I love, in whom I delight; I will put my Spirit on him, and he 
will proclaim justice to the nations." 

Matt. 13:35 This was to fulfill what was spoken by the prophet : "I 
will open my mouth in parables; I will utter what has been hidden 
since the foundation of the world." 

Luke 24:44 Then he said to them, "These are my words that I 
spoke to you while I was still with you, that everything written 
about me in the Law of Moses and the Prophets and the Psalms 
must be fulfilled ." 

John 1 2:37 Though he had done so many signs before them, 
they still did not believe in him, 38 so that the word spoken by the 
prophet Isaiah might be fulfilled : "Lord, who has believed what he 
heard from us, and to whom has the arm of the Lord been 
revealed?" 39 Therefore they could not believe. For again Isaiah 
said , 40 "He has blinded their eyes and hardened their heart, lest 
they see with their eyes, and understand with their heart, and 
turn, and I would heal them." 41 Isaiah said these things because 
he saw his glory and spoke of him." (ESV) 

John 1 5:25 But the word that is written in their Law must be 
fulfilled : They hated me without a cause.' 

John 1 7:1 2 While I was with them, I kept them in your name, 
which you have given me. I have guarded them, and not one of 
them has been lost except the son of destruction, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled . 

John 1 8:9 This was to fulfill the word that he had spoken : "Of 
those whom you gave me I have lost not one." 

John 1 9:36 For these things took place that the Scripture might 
be fulfilled : "Not one of his bones will be broken." 37 And again 
another Scripture says, "They will look on him whom they have 
pierced."

28 And though they found in 
him no guilt worthy of death, they asked Pilate to have him 
executed. 29 And when they had carried out all that was written 
of him , they took him down from the tree and laid him in a tomb.

No, I tell you, but rather 
division . 52 For from now on in one house there will be five 
divided, three against two and two against three. 53 They will be 
divided, father against son and son against father, mother against 
daughter and daughter against mother, mother-in-law against her 
daughter-in-law and daughter-in-law against mother-in-law. (ESV) 

John 9:39 Jesus said, "For judgment I came into this world, that 
those who do not see may see, and those who see may become 
blind." 

John 9:39 Then Jesus said, I came into this world for judgment 
<as a Separator , in order that there may be separation between 
those who believe on Me and those who reject Me>, to make the 
sightless see and to make those who see become blind. 

Paraphrase (Alfred Barnes): I came to declare the condition of 
men; to show them their duty and danger. My coming will 
have this effect, that some will be reformed and saved, and 
some more deeply condemned. 

John. 3:18 Whoever believes in him is not condemned, but 
whoever does not believe is condemned already, because he has 
not believed in the name of the only Son of God. 1 9 And this is 
the judgment: the light has come into the world, and people loved 
the darkness rather than the light because their deeds were evil. 
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
